These tests comprised 141 purebred 
Santa Gertrudis yearling bulls from 38 different 
herds, fed 140 days on growing rations. The seven 
group average was 2.46 pounds per day, the high- 
est individuals of the seven tests averaged 3.23 
pounds per day and the highest single individual 
bull gained 3.90 pounds per day. 

Santa Gertrudis cattle are now established in 35 
foreign countries and in 42 states of the United 
States, with equally good results in cold and warm 
countries. 





Recent studies in the metabolism laboratories of 
the University of Missouri showed that the Santa 
Gertrudis breed, due to its high metabolic rate, 
was not adversely affected by the normal ranges 
in temperature of the tropics or the temperate 
zones, which accounts for their special ability to 
reach early maturity under world wide conditions. 
One of the reasons given for their high metabolic 
rate is their high thyroid activity. The average 
market age for Santa Gertrudis steers, properly 
handled, is 18 to 20 months.

FOREIGN REPORT ON THE I4NTA GERTRUDIS 


CUBA: Eight years ago a shipload of Santa Ger- 
tr jdis heifers and bulls and equipment for mara- 
bou clearing went to Cuba where the King Ranch 
has since not only maintained a stud herd, but has 
carried out a program of cross-breeding with the 
best native Criollo cattle available to it. 

¥/e had the privilege of playing a part m the 
formation of the S.A.C. (Association of High Qual- 
ity Beef) founded for the purpose of supplying 
steer meat of good quality to an expanding market 
in the hotels, clubs, supermarkets, etc. of Havana 
and other large cities. 


AUSTfC LIA: Seven years ago a shipload oi 200 
Santa G rtrudis heifers and 75 Santa Gertrudis 
bulls ar »ed in Australia. Enough bulls were re 
tamed t establish a stud herd in Queensland, 12 
were so at auction and the rest put into com 
mercial erds of good quality Shorthorn cows. The 
average d rices of last year's auction constituted 
an all .me record for any breed with the top 
price b. I bringing S8,232.00 and with an average 

of $5,8 140.

three steers entered at the Royal Agricultural 
Society of New South Wales Fat Stock Show. The 
steers were pasture fattened and had no perma- 
nent teeth. They defeated, in open competition, 
against all breeds, steers having up to four teeth. 
Comments of the judges were: 

"Handy weights, good conformation, full color, 
ideal for the trade." 


"They have a ton of bloom, meat where it is 
wanted, that is, on the Inin and hind quarters." 

"For texture, color and depth of flesh, I cannot 
go past them." 

King Ranch, Australia, auctioned a pen of three 
Santa Gertrudis Shorthorn steers, average age 27 
months, at the Brisbane Royal National Show, 
1958. They brought the top price at the auction. 
Their average dressed weight was 817 pounds. 

Other breeders of Santa Gertrudis cattle in Aus- 
tralia have had similar experiences. G. A. Greenup 
exhibited a total of 15 first cross Santa Gertrudis 
steers at three different shows, winning 12 first 
prizes and several championship awards. F. G. and 
Z. Schmidt exhibited 8 first cross Santa Gertrudis 
x Shorthorn cows, aged 2Vi to 3 years, at the 
Cunnamulla Show, winning all first prizes and 
championship awards. Extreme drought conditions 
had prevailed in Australia for 12 months prior to 
the show with only 2 inches of rain in most areas. 

BRAZIL: A stud herd was established in Brazil 
six years ago where Santa Gertrudis bulls are now 
also being used in a crossbreeding program, in 
this instance with Zebu cows. We are still in the 
process of building up our own herd to stock our 
pastures as the jungle is cleared, and the land is 
put in pasture. For this reason we are not yet able 
to offer Santa Gertrudis bulls to other Brazilian

breeders. The first cross Santa Gertrudis steers 
were marked from the fazenda in 1958 at two 
years instead of the customary three to five years. 


COLOMBIA: The outstanding records made by 
Santa Gertrudis cattle abroad are not confined 
to Australia. A Colombian breeder, Enrique Lie- 
vano, reports that his bull, "Yuma Eros," son of 
a King Ranch bull, gained an average of 3.25 
pounds daily during a 126 day test. Later, the 
first two sons of this bull gained an average of 
3.42 pounds daily and his first three daughters 
2.92 pounds daily, both on 95 day test, for an 
overall average of the five progeny of 3.12 pounds 
daily. In all cases, the cattle were on pasture with 
supplemental feeding.
